Project Purpose

Funding this project will produce widely applicable
research and locally-specific action related to climate
and weather.

Funding for this project would be used to upgrade
and modernize infrastructure at the Mid-Atlantic
Regional Spaceport (MARS).

Funding for this project would be used to expand
educational programs and state-wide outreach
efforts at Virginia Commercial Space Flight Authority.

Funding for this project would modernize information
technology and office space components of the
Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court and the Court
Service Unit to meet the needs of the public.

Funding for this project would go toward procuring
an updated series of land mobile radios (LMR) to
efficiently conduct operational communications and
increase emergency response capabilities.

National Research Institute to obtain instruments
and equipment necessary for conducting basic and
applied research, developing interdisciplinary
education programs and curricula.
